I'l! acknowledge with you, that the 
French, whether by the meer jill] Coududt 
of the Confederates in ſome Places, and by 
tne immediate Hand of Heaven in others, 
tave made a Campaign this Summer far 
mnTe to their Advantage, than, Idare (ay, 
th-y expected themſelves, 1 am very ſure, 
moe than we expeaed. | 

Aud not to enter too far into the me- 
1:ncholy Particulars z they have really had 
the better of us on the Rhine, many Thanks 
co the diſcording, jealous, coverous and 
1l>w Members of the Empire. 

They have bauk'd our Eaterprize on 
Thoulon, Thanks to the pious Zeal of the 
Court at Vienna, who to get a Hook in the 
N-ftrils of the Holy Leviathan, would not 
oNit their Neapolitan Voyage to make a 
Corqueſt worth ten of it, and which if it 
had been made, would have drawn that a- 
long, with ir, as necefarily as the Loadftone 
does the Iron. 

They have beaten us in Spain by fair 
kghting, Thanks co our Portugueſe Allies, 
who joyn'd us with more Horſes than Men, 
more Men than Soldiers, and more Soldiers 
than they had Money to buy Cloths for. 

They have beaten us at Sea, where they 
have taken our Ships in the Face of our own 
Harbours, inſulted our Commerce, and at 
the ſame time made themſelves rich by an 
uninterrupted Trade to the Spaniſh Weſt- 
Indics, which has filed them wi:h Bullion, 
and which enabled them in the firft of the 
Spring, to ſet out their Armies, which in 
Winter they themſ-lres deſpair'd of. 

And laft of all, they have had the verter 
of us in Flanders, even by baving the worſt 
of us z they have gain'd the Viftory by run- 
ning away, becauſe it not being their Buſi 
neſs to fight there, but to keep us a: Bay z 
their avoiding a Battle has anſwer'd their 
End, and diſappointed vurs, which is 1n 
one Sence a Victory.

—Are the Advantages, 
the French have over us, obtain'd by their 
Power, or. by their Magagement ; by their 
Forces, or their ConduQ ; by their real Su- 
periority in Strength, or by chejr Vigilance, 
Diligence and Application ? And upon this 
Enquiry, will tucn he, whole. Streſs of this 
Matter. | 

I fanbe, I need not go far to convince 
you, that the French are far from a Supe- 
riority in Force ; and that if we were to 
come even to the Article of Numbers, they 
are not ſuperigur, thou* they have done 
mighty things to recruit their Lofſes too; 
'Tis crue, in Flanders they appeared to out- 
number us in the Beginning of the Cam- 
paign, but 'tis otherwiſe now ; ard in other 
Places our Troops are more diſpers'd, on 
the Rhine they are more in the Field, not 
becauſe we have not Troops, but becavſe 
thoſe Troops have not beea brought toge- 
ther 3 Thanks co our Friends there. 

In /taly we out-number them, and in 
Provence were the Duke of Savoy's whole 
Forces tegether, they- are much about e- 
qual in Number ; in Spain they out-number 
us, but Naples and Milan Rtand agairk it to 
an Equality ; and at Sea we leave no Roum 
for any Compariſon, having kept their 
Fleet lock'd up in their Harbours almoſt all 
the War. 

Jt we come to examine the Conditjon of 
the Forces, the Goodneſs of Troops en ei- 
ther fide, the Fullneſs of the Battalions, 
the Mounting of the Cavalry, the Horſes, 
the Clothing, the Pay, and above all the 
Men themſelves; how fed, how kept in 
Heart, how ftrong Bodies, how brave; 1 
believe, ic is no Vanity to ſay, our Troops 
exceed theirs beyond any Compariſon, and 
1.do not uadervalue them neither; *tis ap- 
parent they koow it themſelves, and vpon 
all Occafions reftihe their Sence of .ir, by 
making up in Numbers the Want of Equali- 
ty in their Horſes and Men. 

Were the Superiority -ot the Enzt..y rr 
ally in their Forces, were their Troo;'s (4;- 
periour © Number, aud Jid they. 0v<1- 
match us Man for Mar; were ovr Battalions 
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not able to ftand before theirs, and did they 
out-ſhock us upon the Square 3 were their 
Cavalry betrer mounted, and were we in 
Want of Horſes? Then indeed, Gentle- 
men, you had ſome Reaſon to be diſcon- 
raged and dejefted at the Aﬀair of Thoulon, 
and the Proſpet of the War would look 
very terrible to us. But'l am free to ſay, | 
make no Oftencation, when I ſpeak of tli* 
Superiority of Forces, as to Goodneſs of 
Troops, between the Confederates and the 
French , their own Officers wilt acknowlege 
it, and if they did not, innumerable Adions 
would teftife it. 

Well, Gentlemen Complainers, if the 
French are not ſuperiour in Force to us, 
where then lyes the Defe&t ? What is the 
Reaſon we cry out of our ill Succeſſes ? 
How comes it that we are worfted ? — 
I'll tell you. in ſhort, they out-dous in Con- 
duQ, in Expedition, in Vigitance, ia an 
entire Concurrence of Parts, Perſons, and 
Parties, to anſwer the End of the whole— 

And what Uſe fhall be mage” of this ? 
The Anflver is fhort, never. be diſcouraged, 
but MEND IT. Hare our Allies heen de- 
ficient ? Have the Germans negicRed the 
Fbine, and betray'd their Country ? Has 
the Emperor run after au /t4l1en Projett, 
while they left themſclves too werk to 
carry on the Actewpt upon Thoxluy ? Ob- 
lige them to remedy this, and reQihe the 
ConduR, that has given the Enemy an Ad- 
yantage 

If you will beat the French, you muſt 
fall oo him altogether with united Force, 
and with jointly concerted Meaſures; in 
ſhort, you muſt take the ſame Methgds to 
attack France, YL. the French ”w co relift 
you, yix. Vigi watching Advantages, 
ſwifs Tolkeg bobs ot them, exa# Subordi- 
nation of Parts to one another, dire# and 
punttual Execution of concerted Meaſures, 
entire Hurmony in the Purſuit of the pub- 
lick Good, and a full CoojuaQtion of f nte- 
refts, The Want of theſe things make 
the French beat us, when at the (ame time 

they dare not look us in the Face in the 
Ficid, 

Again, it this Mz:thod 13 but puriud, 

ttc French may dz! hoatra 3 ndy,, they will 
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be beaten, they dare not land you in the 
open Hticid; and had Prince Eagene.marcti'd 
inro Dauphin, inftead of Proverce, it would 
have been ſoon apparent, they would have 
ſtood upon the Defenſive in al! Places, aid 
you might have puſh'd thcm to the Gates 
of Lyons. 

O Naples, Najles ! Thou haſt put hack 
the Contederacy a whole Year 5 had that 
Exvedition been kept cold, which for the ('4- 
lue of it, comparatively ſpeaking, might 1c 
been very well Jone ; had that Army been 
jya'd to Priice Eugene, he might have 
enired Proverte or Dauphine, where h- 
would , and having puſh'd the French For- 
ces quiice over the Rbone, be had enjoy'd the 
whole Country, cut off Thoulan and Ma'> 
jeiles from the reft of Froxce, and in tim: 
they would have falen of Courſe. 

The Sum of the Matter is, inflead ct b5-- 
ing diſcourag'd at Diſappointments, 1*-t us 
mend the Ciuſes. 'Tis the Management of 
the Confederacy, nut the Forces of th- 
Confederacy, which is cuc D:ficiency, ard 
ia which our Diſcſter lyes ; the Butine(s 
would ſoon be recover'd fill, if we can bit 
bring the Emperor co a b=itzr Manage: 
menc, and that all the Confed-rates weu:d 
exert themſelves, as Pnplard and Holliud 
have done— Why ſhouid not che Imperial 
Army, who had our Flcet co baye {lypport- 
ed them, much ratber have ſhip'd 2r. 
Army to Catalogniz, than to Naples ? Wir 
not rather hare invaded Arreggon than Pro- 
vence, and retriev'd the Honuuc of Almin 
z4, rather than have accumulated Dilalters 
betore Thoulon ? '
